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However, defending RMAC Champs 
Pittsburg State, found the Tigers spatting for 
victory but battling to a 14-14 tie. Fort Hays 
State relied almost solely on a running 
game with fluctuating Tiger leads and 
Pittsburg comebacks. Scoring opportunities 
were lost in the final period by both teams, 
insuring the deadlock. 

Against Washburn University, the Tigers 
were decidedly stymied by their own errors. 
Ichabod domination of the second halt pro- 
vided the incentive for victory which found 
FHS trailing in scoreboard figures, 34-10. 

Homecoming, when despite celebrations 
and the spectacle of a Tiger parade, an in- 
spired Emporia State team downed Fort 
Hays, 23-21. The Tigers squandered the 
lead in the third period when the Hornets 
scored all their points, upsetting the Ben- 
gals Homecoming and victory. Next stop — 
Omaha . . . 

. . . where time ran out for the Tigers with 
the ball on UNO's one-yard line and the 
final gun sounding defeat, 27-21 . Fort Hays 
State had come from behind to knot the 
game at 21 -21 , which was quickly ' ‘unknot- 
ted 15 by Omaha, thus keeping a UNO ad- 
vantage with their defense digging in to 
hold FHS on the threshold of another come- 
back.

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But victory was again felt by the Ti- 
gers, along with mud and cold, as FHS 
defeated Southern Colorado, 10-7. Both 
teams fumbled numerous times due to 
field conditions; moreover, each team’s 
ground attack was virtually stopped. 
Southern Colorado tried a final quarter 
comeback, scoring their only TD, but 
FHS' defense held the Indians from the 
goal posts, thus securing the three-point 
victory. 

The last home appearance for Fort 
Hays State found Panhandle State edg- 
ing out the Tigers, 36-35. Comeback at- 
tempts by FHS, once down by 20 points, 
provided brief leads which seesawed 
throughout the second half. The Aggies 
rebounded quickly in their final drive to 
kick a field goal, giving them the neces- 
sary edge. 

Ending the season, Fort Hays State 
faced RMAC Champs — - Northern Colo- 
rado, who gunned down the Tigers, 42- 
21. The Bears dominated the game on 
running gains, ending the Tiger season 
at 2-7-1, placing them fifth in the Plains 
Division. 

So another "next year" has come and 
gone . . . silence prevails over Lewis 
Field which once echoed clashing grid- 
iron combats or roars for scores from 
emphatic Tiger fans and chilly-crisp, 
spot-lit nights filled with fluttering rolls of 
Charmin — gone with the passing of an- 
other season. Perhaps "next year" . . . 
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Tigers toppled from RMAC domination 


Distance men's levies include self-dis- 
cipline and training, which combine com- 
petitive individual efforts, overcoming 
weaknesses and catching second winds. 
These singleton tasks formulate a team 
which is often apart from other varsity 
glamour — marching bands, thundering 
cannons, cheerleaders' yells or shrilling 
crowds.

But the 
team failed by one point to collar first 
place in the RMAC conference, breaking 
eight consecutive years of title control. 
The NAIA championships found the team 
placing tenth, ending the season.

High hopes , . . generous alumni . . . 
inconsistency . . . disappointments . . . 
but a winning season highlighted Fort 
Hays State’s basketball action during 
1971-72, The Bengals tied Washburn Uni- 
versity for fourth place in the RMAC and 
finished the season 13-11 and with a 6-6 
conference record. 

Consistency . . . the key to victorious 
basketball seasons or comeback confer- 
ence triumphs was lacking during the ini- 
tial varsity season. Early games exemplified 
inconsistency as the Tigers battled oppo- 
nents in action-thrilled contests but split 
the opening twelve games, 6-6, 

During semester break, ten varsity mem- 
bers along with Head Coach Chuck Brehm 
and assistant coach Bud Moeckel traveled 
to Phoenix, Ariz, to compete in the Grand 
Canyon Invitational Tournament, Due to 
the critical financial outlook at FHS, help 
was required from Phoenix area alumni in 
order to make the trip possible. 

The Bengals emerged as second place 
winners of the tournament, “ However, it 
was a great experience for everyone/ 1 re- 
marked coach Chuck Brehm, ‘The kids 
really enjoyed themselves and without the 
support and generosity of the alums, we 
never would have been able to make the 
trip/’ 

The concluding games of '71 *72 found 
the Tigers bouncing back somewhat from 
the opening dead- locked season, FHS's 
varsity wrapped together a winning margin 
of 7-5 out of the remaining matches while 
running a six-game winning streak out of 
seven straight games , , , 
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Netting two points against a bewildered 
Omaha player, Barton Snow displays his agile 
talents both to seasonal opponents and watch- 
ing fans (opposite).

See-saw action 
along with close scoreboard contact found 
SCSC maintaining a slight lead but relin- 
quishing their lead by halt time, 39-34. 

However, the Indians wasted no time in 
regaining second halt control and led at 
one point, 56-47. The Bengals then clawed 
back and tied the game at 73-all. More ac- 
tion and an Indian jump-shot ended FHS’s 
heroic effort, 77-75. 

While traveling to another Southern Col- 
orado State meeting, the Tiger’s bus col- 
lided with an oilfield truck on the way to 
Pueblo, Colo. No one was injured and the 
trip was continued only to end in defeat for 
the Tigers, 76-57. 

Perhaps the key game of the season 
was a heartbreaking loss, 76-75, against 
Emporia State which deflated all Tiger 
hopes for a NAIA District 10 playoff berth.

The Tiger Cubs found the season a for- 
midable challenge as they battled five jun- 
ior colleges and six RMAC junior varsity 
teams. Beginning with a two-game winning 
streak, FHS’s junior varsity easily defeated 
Cloud County Community Junior College, 
72-57 and Kearney State, 93-80. 

Colby Community Junior College 
handed the Tiger Cubs their first defeat, 
57-75, before FHS netted a win against 
Emporia State, 75-66; Losing in overtime 
action, FHS was edged by Washburn Uni- 
versity JV’s, 69-71 , but found Kearney 
State again an easy win 87-75. Pratt Com- 
munity Junior College gave FHS another 
overtime loss, 75-79, while Washburn’s 
junior Ichabods easily handled the Tiger 
Cubs, 62-72. 

Tiger JV’s put together a three-game 
winning streak to close the season as they 
defeated Colby Juco, 77-76, Emporia 
State, 77-56, and Cloud County 93-88. 

Leading Tiger Cub scorer was Greg 
Standish who averaged 12.0 points per 
game while Dave Wessling ranked second 
with a 1 0.5 average. Bob Bartkoski, gradu- 
ate assistant coach, coached the Tiger 
Cubs for his second straight season.

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Gymnasts record 
successful season 

Young squad , . . high prospects . . , 
stiff Colorado competition, invigorated Fort 
Hays State's gymnastic team during their 
8-2 seasonal performance. 

Beginning the season, Tiger gymnasts 
won against South Dakota University by 
capturing all first places and continued 
their winning routines twice against Central 
Missouri. 

Seasonal best performance was gar- 
nered against SDU and North Texas State 
when the Tigers totaled 146.8 points. But 
the winning streak ended abruptly when 
FHS met Colorado competitiors. During 
this meet Tiger gymnasts experienced 
troubles which found them falling off side 
horse routines. The last dual meet found 
FHS winning against NTS. 

Four gymnasts (Hector Aponte, Johnny 
Sanders, Frank Gray and Bobby Allen) 
competed in the NAtA Nationals but to little 
avail.

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Wrestlers experience disqualification, losing season 


Encouraging prospects . . . tough com- 
petition . . . post-season disqualification 
. . , losing season . . , were keynotes for 
the Tiger wrestling team as they compiled 
a 3-8 dual-meet season. 

Tough competition included two Big 
Eight schools and resilient RMAC teams 
which grappled past Tiger challengers. 
Victories came during the season against 
Wyoming University (junior varsity), Kear- 
ney State and Emporia State College. 

First year coach Jack Ramey lost several 
wrestlers due to injury or ineligibility and 
was unable to successfully fill the gaps 
with new recruits. Because one grappler 
competed while ineligible during the sea- 
son, the Tigers were disqualified for final 
post-season competition. 

Two fourth place finishes by Bill Gillett 
and Ralph Hejny helped the Tigers place 
seventh in the RMAC Tournament. The 
Bengals also finished seventh at the U.S. 
Air Force Invitational with second place fin- 
ishes at Chadron, Neb. and Emporia State 
meets.

Beginning the track season, FHS's two- 
mile relay team gained All-American hon- 
ors in the NAfA Indoor Track and Field 
Meet, The Tiger squad placed third in the 
event with a time of 7:56 while the over-all 
standings ranked the harriers fifteenth with 
13 points. 

First place was posted by the tracksters 
for their first indoor victory, 74-40 against 
Kearney State in dual-meet action. Seven 
top individual performances and three re- 
lay first places boosted FHS's tallies. 

Another first spot was captured during 
the RMAC Invitational in which two field 
house records were set by FHS's two-mile 
and distance medley relay squads. Alvin 
Penka also set a meet record in the two- 
mile run with a time of 9:19. 

The KU Invitational found the Tigers with 
47 unofficial points. Keying FHS's events 
were firsts by Dennis Kozub in the 600- 
yard run and Jon Nelson in the 1000-yard 
run.

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Outdoor competition found the Tiger thin 
ctads garnering six individual first spots 
and two top relay finishes in capturing 
their first outdoor dual meet over Emporia 
State. Two firsts were claimed by speed- 
ster Mike Shaw in the 100-yard dash and 
440-yard intermediate hurdles, FHS only 
gained 23 points in field events but outs- 
cored the Hornets in running, 62-20. 

FHS then traveled to Austin, Texas for 
the Texas Relays and won two third fin- 
ishes in the two-mile and distance medley 
relays and a fifth spot in the mile relay. 
Next stop for the Tigers — - the Emporia 
Relays . . . where the track men paced 
another first place finish as FHS gained top 
finishes in the mile and two-mile relays 
with another first claimed by Jim Birnbaum 
in the steeplechase. 

Home dual action saw FHS dominating 
Lewis Field track action as the Tigers outs- 
cored Kearney State, 110-35, FHS's fin- 
ishes of 1-2-3 were noted in the javelin, 
high jump, 440-yard intermediate hurdles 
and three-mile run. During the three-mile 
run, Tiger distance men Jim Birnbaum, Al- 
vin Penka and Ron Lawrenz came in dead- 
locked for their finishes. Two first places 
for the day were garnered by Dennis Ko- 
zub and Greg Shearmire.

FHS took four firsts and established 
one meet record when Alvin Penka won 
the three-mile run in 14:39.7. J. D. Arm- 
strong gained two firsts in the shot put and 
discus to aid FHS's point total 

Other meets slated for FHS include the 
RMAC Plains Division Meet, RMAC Cham- 
pionships, Missouri Valley AAU and NAIA.

Dear Fort Hays Stater: 

As you know, the six state-assisted colleges and universities are facing a severe 
financial crisis. We need your help in restoring funds to our college for it to 
operate successfully. 

Recently, budget hearings for Fiscal Year 1973 were held. Despite the Board of 
Regent's request for approximately 10 percent increases for each of the three 
state-assisted colleges, the state Budget Director, James Bibb, reduced the 
requested increases to a token 2.5 percent. Inflation amounts to six percent a 
year in Western Kansas, resulting in an effective 3.5 percent decrease in 
available funds. On top of this, no one got an increase for the 1971-72 year. 

Kach of the six state -assisted institutions is facing a similar set of problems 
as a result of insufficient funds. The best faculty members are finding new jobs 
elsewhere; classrooms are becoming crowded; laboratories are deteriorating; 
library hours and services are being curtailed; and funds for travel purposes 
have been cut off. In addition, last year’s inadequate budget means that any 
real increase in operating funds must necessarily go to make up year-old 
deficiencies. 

At Fort Hays State, the belt has already been tightened considerably. Out-of- 
state travel has been banned. Forsyth Library has been instructed not to order 
any new volumes, a situation that, if continued, may result in loss of accreditation, 
in' addition, equipment expenditures, earlier estimated at $100,000, have been 
stopped entirely. These measures will save approximately $170 ,000- -enough to 
see us through Fiscal Year 1972. But the austere budget proposed for Fiscal Year 
1973 will require still more drastic measures, while needed capital improvements, 
salary increases, and additional operating expenses cannot be met. 

What can be done to remedy this papidly -deteriorating situation? The Kansas 
Legislature meets this coming Janudry to Jjsake the final decision regarding funds 
for the state -assisted colleges. Wfffi will probably follow the Governor's 
recommendations unless their constituents indicate a preference otherwise. You 
and your parents represent a large 'and potentially effective interest group- -but 
only if you make your feelings known in i strong and positive manner. For the 
sake of your personal interest, your alma mater, and higher education in Kansas, 
write, call, or see personally your Kansas Legislator. Your efforts may make the 
difference in his vote- -and in the future of Fort Hays State.

Through the efforts of the Senate, all stu- 
dents on campus received letters urging 
them to contact their legislator in hopes of 
curbing the proposed budget cuts. The fi- 
nal results brought about a 5% increase in 
the governor's recommended budget. 

Concerned with student government and 
rights, members of the Senate participated 
in a campus voter registration drive and 
planned for an off-campus housing com- 
mission. This commission would compile a 
list of approved off-campus housing and 
would set up a graded system of informing 
students about conditions of the housing.

Division of Natural Sciences 

and Mathematics 

Learning through personal experience in the field seems to be the trend this year in 
the natural sciences and mathematics division. Students are gaining more insight into 
their field by taking trips, doing more laboratory work and developing a good research 
technique. For example, the biology department offers trips to Mexico and through the 
Rockies for field study. Students and faculty on these trips contribute to the research 
collections as wefl as to their own learning and understanding of biological concepts. 
The geography area also offers field studies which cover several of the western states, 
and in addition, include a full week in Hawaii. The chemistry and math departments 
both continue to stress laboratory and institute work. In the natural sciences division 
students are learning through doing.

One of the major innovations in the nursing program is the change to a lull bac- 
calaureate program and the awarding of the degree, Bachelor of Science in Nurs- 
ing, instead of the B.S. in general science degree formerly given. Awarded May 14, 
1971 for the first time in Fort Hays’s history, the new degree carries national ac- 
creditation enabling nursing majors to enter graduate programs immediately. The 
general science degree did not meet qualifications for immediate entrance. 

Another change is the addition of the Community Health course for seniors. This 
is a field practice course in which the students visit homes and render nursing care 
under the direction of the patient's doctor. 

The College nursing program is keeping pace with the ever-broadening field of 
medicine and nursing care and attracting both men and women to the profession.

Keeping pace with the expanding field of 
education, the education division is experi- 
encing many changes. 

More pre-teaching situations are pro- 
vided for all students in teacher education 
through the extensive use of simulation, in- 
structional media, micro-teaching and off- 
campus visitation of schools. 

The home economics curriculum has 
broadened to give added interest and 
depth and to provide training tor a variety 
ot careers. Recent laboratory develop- 
ments in the areas of plastics and electric- 
ity enable the industrial arts department to 
better promote the understanding of tech- 
nology. 

The big innovation in the health, physi- 
cal education and recreation department is 
the new HRER complex which will house 
the Paul B. Gross Memorial Coliseum and 
Cunningham Hall which has room for class 
rooms, offices, an Olympic-size swimming 
pool, handball courts, several small gym- 
nasiums and locker rooms.

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Listening 
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Fort Hays offers degrees in several ar- 
eas, the divisions of which are often 
confusing. The 1971-73 General Cata- 
logue explains them thus: 

Four graduate degrees are offered on 
two levels. The Master of Science (M.S.) 
degree, the Master of Arts (M.A,) degree 
and the Master of Music (M.M.) degree 
are awarded for the first year of gradu- 
ate study. The Specialist in Education 
degree is given for one year of ad- 
vanced graduate study beyond the Mas- 
ter’s degree. 

The M.A, degree is granted in the ar- 
eas listed at right, as is the M.M. de- 
gree, The M.S. degree is granted in 
twenty-five subject areas, many of 
which require a thesis. The Specialist in 
Education degree is offered for the su- 
perintendent, elementary principal, the 
counselor, the secondary principal, the 
subject field consultant at the elemen- 
tary level in reading, art and music, and 
the subject field consultant in English. 

The Bachelor of Arts (A.B.) degree 
and the Bachelor of Science (B.S.) de- 
gree are offered in the Liberal Arts area 
of the College. Requirements for these 
undergraduate degrees provide a broad 
education encompassing multiple areas 
of study. Courses are taken in humani- 
ties, natural sciences and mathematics, 
and social and behavioral sciences. 
A.B. and B.S. majors may be in the 
same subject fields with the distinction 
that A.B. degrees usually carry a lan- 
guage requirement and B.S, degrees re- 
quire that a student have 50 hours of 
sciences with a minimum of 30 hours in 
one subject field. These degrees are 
listed at right. 

Curricula offered in the Applied Arts 
provide intensive preparation in a given 
field, usually for a particular vocation or 
profession. Applied Arts degrees are 
listed as B.S. in (major), at right.
